Bank Equality 

The dual banking system' in this country 
consists of national banks, chartered anctsuper- 
visedn5y^the~COTn^trollertfvt^^ 
Washington, and state b^in4cs7t!lnlHered. and sup- 
ervised by their individual states. 

.The Ulinbis Banking Act goyems the activi- 
ties of state. banks in Illinois. When tjie; national 
government passes a; law giving national .banks 
certain additional powers in order to maintain 
equal status for state banks, the matter must first 
be enacted by the General Assembly and then 
put to referendum at. the next general, election be- 
fore it becomes legal for Illinois banks. 

For example, national banks for many years 
had express statutory power to make donations 
forjutblic^velfare and. for charitable purposes, be- 
"f ore~this pdwei T lviTs finally given to Illinois state 

banks in 1957. 

, ■ -i • ■ 

. Also, national banks had the statutory power 
to join in the national program to aid small. busi- 
nesses by investing in the stock of small business 
corporations for at least four years before the 
power came to Illinois state banks in 1961. 

As early as 1918, national banks ^were given 
the povyer to -have branches in foreign countries 
but this power was not. given to, Illinois state 
banks until 1967. 

Many more instances -could be cited to illus- 
trate the. problem of maintaining parity between 
the state banks and. national banks' This results 
from the fact - that the Congress of the United 
States is almost constantly in session and is fre- 
quently dealing with problems of monetary pol- 
icy, the banking system of the United States in 
general, the powers of national banks, and re- 
lated matters. ...... .:. 

The Illinois legislature, on the othejr han^V, 
meets only biennially and banking legislation en- 
acted still needs. passage by a referendum before* 
. becoming effective. 

To remedy this situation, the Illinois legisla- 
ture voted overwhelmingly in 1969 that the state 
banking act be amended to provide state banks 
a. means of keeping abreast of national banks. 

The amendment must now be approved by 
the voters of Illinois. It will appear on a special 
pink ballot (pink tab on. voting machines) No- 
vember 3. A majority of votes cast on the issue is 
needed for passage. 

The amendment does not permit hranch 
banking within the State of Illinois, nor does it 
change existing tax rates and tax structures. It 
enjoys bi-partisan, support and has the endorse- 
ment of leading civic, business, and labor groups. 
;. To assure Illinois state banks competitive 
equality with national banks in the state, vote 
"yes" on the pink ballot November 3.

Naser, director, Illinois- VA Re- 
gional Office in Chicago, made' 
the announcement today. 

Naser pointed out 1971 pension 
payments will be based on inforr 
motion submitted by the recip- 
ients. He urged prompt response 
to the questionnaire as payments 
will be withheld unless the 1 form 
is completed and returned no lat- 
er than January 15. 

VA pension payments go to vet- 
erans totally, and permanently 
disabled from injury or illness not 
connected with military service. I 
,Widows and children of deceased 
veterans may also be eligible lor 
such pensions if they meet cer- 
tain income limitations. 

Parents of deceased veterans 
who receive dependency and in- 
demnity compensation payments 
arc also required to fill out and 
return the questionnaire. ■ * 

Pension payments, unlike ser- 
vice connected compensation, arc 
based on the amount of income a 
recipient receives from other 
sources. ' The income question- 
naire-requests Information on the 
amount of income the beneficiary 
received in 1970 and the amount 
anticipated in 1971.
